‘Sees War Danger 
If No Settlement 


By Homer Jenks 

LONDON, Jan. 23.—(BUP)—Winston Churchill urged 
the western democracies today to make @ supreme effort to 
avoid war by seeking a realistic settlement with Russia before 
the Soviets get the atom bomb, which he suggested might be 
within a year or two 

Churchill gravely warned the House of Commons 
that the present taut situation could not last, The Soviets, 
he said, are moving the southern anchor of their “Tron 
Curtain” along the Adriatic, and the fighting in Greece 
will decide whether “it shall curl around Athens and so to 
the Dardanelles and Turkey.” 

Churchill spoke on the second day of foreign affairs 
debate in the House of Commons. Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin had started it with a charge that Russia was pushing 
toward war by seeking to dominate all of Europe 

The wartime prime minister and present leader of the 
opposition heartily endorsed Bevin's plan for a united Western 
Europe, He reminded the house that he long had favored 
a United States of Europe, and repeatedly had advocated 
steps to bring such a union into being,

Thete are two distinct issues In 
this case. One of them is the 
question of the innocence or guilt 
of Mr, Dingman and me on a 
charge of conspiracy to commit a 
libel.

Edmonton taxpayers set a new record by 
prepaying $1,885,000 of the levy to be made 
for the present year, Since they do this every 
year, it has become just routine procedure. 
Unless a drastic change of conditions occurs 
in the meantime it is fairly likely that this 
year’s figures will be surpassed next Janu- 
ary. That the prepayment plan will ever be 
abandoned here is about as improbable as 
that taxes will cease to be levied. Yet, not so 
many years ago, it took quite a battle on the 
hustings and in the newspapers to get the 
plan tried out to see whether it was worth 
while. 

The wonder now is that all towns and 
cities do not adopt the pay-in-advance method 
of collecting taxes. It has worked well in Ed- 
monton, in Calgary, and apparently wherever 
it has been given a fair trial. Not so much 
because of what the taxpayer saves in dol- 
lars, it seems probable, as because he likes 
to get rid of tax worries for a whole year 
ahead. Then, whatever may come or go he 
knows that his home will not be encumbered 
with tax arrears.

Library Expansion 

Wide public support will be accorded to 
the projected plan of the Edmonton Library 
Board to acquire a number of sites suitable 
for future branch libraries. There will be gen- 
eral ageement with the policy of planning 
library expansion for many years ahead, 

The city library is one of Edmonton's 
most useful institutions. It places at the dis- 
posal at Edmonton people, and especially 
Edmonton children, all the literary and musi- 
cal treasiires of the world. Its staff performs 
this function with efficiency and courtesy. 

It is not only reasonable but essentia] that 
this work should be broadened out to bring 
these facilities of culture and enlightenment 
and instruction equally to every section of 
the city. 

There are many factors in the world 
today that tend to atrophy and stultify the 
imaginative resources of the young. Ready 
access to good books and good music consti- 
tutes one of the most potent antidotes to 
these poisons. 

Anything that will enlarge and facilitate 
the work of the civic library will have be- 
nign results for Edmonton people, 


The Line of Distinction 

The political de-coders at Ottawa have 
been working on the speech which Prime Min- 
ister King made on Tuesday, and say that 
he — 

Left it to the projected Liberal convention 
to decide his political future; 

Suggested but did not say that he will 
retire as party leader when the convention 
is held; 

Said nothing about resigning the premier- 
ship. 

Which is to say, the speech was in every 
way appropriate to the party gathering. As 
party leader Mr. King recommended that a 
convention be held and the selection of a 
successor considered, but did not force the 
issue by saying he would not carry on if ask- 
ed to do so, 

As to quitting the premiership, he re- 
served this announcement for the Governor 
General, from whom the appointment was 
received and to whom only the resignation 
ean be presented, along with a recommenda- 
tion as to who should be called upon to form 
a new government. No other course would 
be constitutionally correct, or show proper 
respect for the representative of the King. 

If this omission from the speech was con- 
fusing, as it evidently was to the supposedly 
expert observers at the capital, that was only 
because these are less familiar with constitu- 
tional procedure or less mindful of political 
proprieties than is the Prime Minister. On 
these points he has in fact no superior, if any 
rival, in Canada. 


Snow Removal

The United Nations Commission on Pales- | 


tine, naturally enough, has decided that it 
cannot carry out the partitioning project 


without a good strong police force. Now it is 
facing the question of where the troops are 


to come from, and the answer is not clear. 
The United States has served notice that 


it does not want to send American soldiers to 
Palestine, and is equally against allowing 
Russia to supply the disciplinary troops, if 


Moscow is willing. Britain has repeated, in 


very positive terms, that it is not going to be 


the “goat”, and will proceed to withdraw its 
forces according to schedule. 

That leaves only the Security Council as 
a possible provider of the enforcement army. 
But the Council hasn't any army and hasn't 
made any move to organize one, though the 
Palestine mission falls more appropriately 
to it than to any single power or combination 
of powers. Since the General Assembly only 
said the country should be partitioned, not 
that it would do the partitioning, the Little 
Assembly has no authority to raise a police 
force to cover the operations of the Commis. 
sion. 

Meanwhile the shooting goes on, grows 
more violent, and promises to expand into 
full-scale organized warfare when the Brit- 
ish troops move out. The vote of the General 
Assembly in approval of partitioning is a fine 
example of doing too much or too little. It 
should either have left bad enough alone or 
taken the responsibility to carry through 
what it proposed. 

It is a matter of record, which they tacitly 
admit, that both Mr. Bracken and Mr. Cold- 
well had parts in bringing about the infla- 
tionary condition they now want to blame the 
Government for. When the war ended the 
Conservative leader urged decontrol of 
prices, and the CCF leader dceontrol of 
wages. Both got what they asked for. Now 
they want the controls put back. 

Moscow has published figures to show 
that production in Russia increased 22 per 
cent in 1947, Whether this was as much as 
hoped for, it is another reminder that Russia’s 
bosses aim their efforts at the right target— 
increased production. Governments of demo- 
cratic countries might well adopt that 
“plank” from the policy of their totalitarian 
rival. In building the strength of a nation 
there is no substitute for expanding the out- 
put of goods. 


A member of the Quebec, legislature fig- 
ures out that, at the present rate of births 
in Canada, French-speaking Canadians will 
be in the majority by 1971. That, he says, is 
why English-speaking elements are urging 
an active immigration policy, being afraid 
they will be swamped in twenty-five years or 
so. If his calculation is correct he might also 
point out one background reason for the dif- 
ference in birth rates. Young French-speak- 
ing Canadians tend to stay in Canada and 
bring up families here, while too many young 
English-speaking Canadians head for the 
United States as soon as they get old enough 
to migrate.
